Annie M. Shermer's determination to 
nsphyxiate herself had been carried out 
at an early hour this morning, the gas 
that had accumulated in her room ex- 
ploded with terrific force, setting fire to 
the house and burning the corpse in a 
horrible manner. As soon as the blaze 
was discovered university students and' 
neighbors formed a fire brigade and ex- 
tinguished the flames, but not before the 
nterior of the room in 
which 
the 


tragedy took place was burned out. 


SUICIDE DESPONDENT. 


Before committing the rash act Mrs. 


Shermer called on her landlady, Mrs. M. 
A. Weed of '2'223 Chapel street, and stayed 
until "nearly 10 o'clock last night. . She 
appeared to be exceedingly despondent 
and complained of being unable to sleep 
at night. 


RETIRES TO HER ROOM. 


Mrs. Shermer. who was 76 years of age, 


lived in a litt!« two-room cottage at 
the rear of the Wfied residence. She had 
occupied her room for two years and 
always had a number of callers, having 
been well known in Berkeley. Her only 
relative on this coast Is Joshua Cole, 
who resides at 2033 Channtng Way. 


LEAVES A NOTE. 


The aged woman had evidently spent 


the greater portion of the night, after 
leaving Mrs. Weed's in writing a. farewell 
note which was in the form of a will. 
The missive was left on a bureau, but 
•was badly burned making portions of it 
almost illegible. 


REGRETTEP THE ACT. 


In the note Mrs. Shermer expressed 


regret for Her rash act and apologized 
profusely to Mrs. Weed to whom she 
left one of the chairs in her room. Other 
articles belonging to the decedent were 
ordered to be distributed among relatives. 


CANDLE EXPLODES GAS. 


On concluding her letter Mrs. Shermer 


left ? candle burning. She extended a 
tube from a J£LS stove over a door knob 
and then wrapped her head in a blanket 
Fully dressed and with the end or the 
gas tube in her. mouth, the despondent 
woman lay down for her final sleep. - 


It reouired sometime for a sufficient 


afternoon at the corner of-Downey ave- 
nue and Avenue Twenty, in the eastern 
part of the city. Miss Birtwistle was 
struck by a machine driven by Hook 
shortly after she had alighted from a 
street car at this < crossing. 
She was 


hurled some twenty-five feet and sus- 
tained a. fractured skull and other in- 
juries, from which she succumbed in 
the hospital last Tuesday night. 
After 


striking Miss Birtwistle Hook lost con- 
trol of his machine, which dashed into 
the curbing, badly 
wrecking it and 


throwing all of the four occupants to 
the street and injuring them. 
Miss 


Esther ,Babler, the fourth member of 
the party, sustained severe injuries and 
is now In the hospital. 


GOING FAST. 


Witnesses testified at this morning's 


hearing that Hook was driving his ma- 
chine at the time of. the accident at a 
rate of speed equal to thirty or forty 
miles an hour. Hook testified that in 
his opinion he was not going faster 
than fifteen miles an hour. This was 
corroborated by Rife, and also parti- 
ally by Miss Babler. The party were 
returning from a drive to /Azusa, and 
it was admitted by the members of the 
party who testified that they had been 
drinking on the trip and had consumed 
a pint of whiskey and part of another 
bottle. It was denied, however, that 
any of the party were intoxicated. 


The Misses Babler are sisters, who 


live with their widowed mother and 
are employed in down town establish- 
ments. 
Miss Birtwistle, the 
victim, 


was the sole support of her widowed 
mother. 


Hook refused to make any statement 


following the finding of the Coroner's 
Jury, except to say that he was an 
experienced chauffeur, and accustomed 
to the use of the machine which he 
.was driving.

HAD BEEN ILL. 


"Mrs. Sb<"-mcr was a lovable woman," 


"She had 
been ill ;for sometime and often com- 
plained that she could not seep soundly 
at night. She had an affection of the 
throat and ofU-n could not. t?poak abovo 
a whisper. La.-<t night she called on me 
and stayed until nearly'10 o'clock. While 
we all knew lUie was exceedingly de- 
spondent at times we had no idea tliat 
she would take her life."

At present it is only proposed to

Explains Why Work is Done on 


Saturday—Petition

Education this morning in regard to | connection, however, this objection has 
the communication addressed to the 
Board by a large number of teachers 
from the outlying districts in regard 
to the holding of .examinations on Sat- 
urdays, for seventh and eighth grade 
pupils at designated centers. Superin- 
tendent T. O. Crawford this morning 
had the following to say in explanation 
of the. conditions confronting the Board 
in its efforts to do the best it can for 
the pupils in the county: 


"So far as the attendance of teachers 


been made that often at examinations 
of this character the pupils do not do 
themselves justice. In order to obviate 
this as much as possible the Board has 
said, we will also give examinations to 
the seventh grade pupils, so that they 
will havt been through the ordeal and 
will have had the experience. 


"Now as to holding the examination 


on Saturday. There are only five mem- 
bers on the Board besides myself, mak- 
ing six all told. The law requires that 


at these examinations is concerned, theithey all be practical teachers engaged 
Board understands and they under- j in active school work. Every member 
stand that they are not required nor 
nsked to be present. We cannot say to 
a teacher, you may not come, but the 
very purpose of these examinations is 
to get the pupils away from 
their 


teachers. The entire purpose of these 
yearly examinations :is this. 
Every 


year there are "a certain percentage of 
pupils that should be moved up 'as 
their knowledge Increases. Each year 
so many should graduate. Now when 
it comes to the final graduation from 
the eighth grade, in order tq see that 
the child has not slighted his studies, 
the Board steps in and says to the 
teachers, Vou may mark your gradua- 
ting class for one-half of the credits 
on the work done by the pupil in class 
and the Board will examine the pupil 
generally and mark the markings for 
the other half. 


"In this way the teacher avoids the 


onus of not graduating back-ward pu- 
pils, whose parents are apt to complain 
asjt gives her or him the ready excuse 
that it is the Board and not she who 


of the Board is teaching all during ths 
week and Saturday Is the only day on 
which they are at liberty. The Board 
has given itself extra work, and in 
reality it is only upon the Board that 
the extra work falls, for as I have al- 
ready -stated, the teachers 
are 
not 


asked to be present at these examina- 
tions, and whenever we see a teacher 
circulating around her pupils, we warn 
her to keep away and let each child .do 
the beat it can without help. 


"It is believed by the Board that a 


great amount of good is done by these 
examinations. They act as a check on 
teachers who through no fault of their 
own may scale a child up too high in 
her markings, or on the other 
hand 


marks with too scrupulous an accuracy. 
It takes the graduation of pupils out 
of her hands, which in country schools 
is the source of much trouble for teach- 
ers. 
Of course, the petition that has 


been presented by teachers will be con- 
sidered by the Board at its next meet- 
ing and a reply given them."

THE CHARTER. 


The present charter of the city of Oak- 


land became our municipal law February 
14. 1SS9. and was put in full force and 
effect on April t, 1SS9, when the several 
MTicers and 
boards 
elected under its 


provisions had 
qualified 
and assumed 


Ihe duties of 
their 
respective offices. 


Then, as now, among its provisions was 
Ihe creation of the office of "City Super- 
intendent of Schools," his election, for a 
term of four years, to follow immediately 
upon the organization of the Board of 
Education, by such board, and every sec- 
ond Board of Education thereafter. 
The 


official powers and duties of the City 
School Superintendent are therein clearly 
aeflned; it gives him power to suspend 
teachers, makes it his duty "to acquaint 
himself with all the laws, rules and regu- 
lations governing the public schools in 
the city, and the judicial decisions there- 
Dn. and give advice connected with the 
Dublic schools, gratuitously, to officers, 
teachers, pupils and their parents and 
guardians." empowers him to appoint a 
3cputy City School Superintendent, au- 
thorises him 
to 
administer oaths, and 


makes it obligatory that he. with the 
president of tho board, shall attach his 
Dfficial signature to every demand or- 
aered paid from the school funds, and 
countersign every warrant drawn on such 
funds. 
All of which shows that he is 
in officer of this city, high and dry, with 
' a fixed four-year term, which precludes 
»very other Board of Education from in-, 
terfering with his-incumbency; it grants 
him absolute 
powers 
and assigns him 


autles beyond the recall of any Board 
of Education and liberally fixes his sal- 
ary at 52,500 per annum. Principal Mc- 
Clvmonds was 
Inducted 
into office in 


April, 1SS9. 


He had not served half of his term 


before he journeyed to Sacramento in 
the hope of defeating the provisions of 
the organic law of this city, so far as it 
related to his salary, and succeeded in 
.laving quietly injected into an educa- 
tional bill then before the Legislature the 
following irrelative amendment to Section 
1793 of the Political Code, which section 
declared

elected by City Boards of Education shall 
be elected for a term of four years, and 
fnid City Boards of Education shall have 
f't!l power to fix the salaries of all em 
pioyes."

the Committee 
on Education, 


came to the desk of the Senate where

the Division Manager of the Southern 
Railroad, the champion rode in the cab 
of the engine the four hundred miles 
between Greenville and Salisbury, as 
the guest of R. C. KJrkpatrick, the 
engine driver. 


"Great ride," said Jaff. "You bet it 
it was; but say, I never was so rattled 
in all my life as I was when Kirk- 
patrick first threw the throttle wide 
open. I couldn't see anything for a 
while and the telegraph poles bowled 
past us like a string of Indians. • After 
I got my nerve back I felt like a bird, 
and no wonder, for we fairly flew.

tween eight and nine hours." 


Jeff's troubles were not over when 


he reached Salisbury at 9 o'clock this 
morning, for. exhilarated by the ride, 
he insisted on going .hunting.

I've been thinking of us- 
ing some of my cash in charity i,t Los 
Angeles, Cal., but if they don't want 
it, why, I'll have to build and endow 
a home for indigent pugilists, and I 
tell you Corbett and Fltzsimmons can 
have the first beds in it, if they ever 
meet tvith hard luck."

up a remarkable day doing a two- 
hour-and-a-half 
stunt in his Wild

Club, in Maple Hall yesterday after- 
noon, Rev Charles T Walkley, rector 
of SI. Paul's Episcopal Church, deliv- 
ered 'an interesting lecture relative to 
the public schools as nocial centers. 


In part he spoke as follows: 
"I£ the public school is to be a so- 


cial center of a community, no sucn. 
partisan board should ever have pos- 
session. 
I 


' But more of that later. 
"The next difficulty Is lack^of funds. 
"In a village in New York State, 


where the children are flocking to the 
beautiful school, two Attempts have 
been made 1o enlarge the building to 
accommodate the increasing numbers. 
Twice the Legislature of the State has 
defeated a bill to that effect and the 
people seem helpless. Perhaps educa- 
:ion 
in our public schools suffers more 


:rom that bias of statesmen who fear 
:he taxpayer than we know. 


"However, It is as taxpayers that we 


should rise up and insist upon the 
wise expenditure of our funds. 
"For instance nineteen men were cut 


from the county pay 
roll 
recently. 


Nineteen useless political henchmen 
Tet it is almost an 
impossibility to 


raise the salaries of competent teach- 
ers or to inaugurate new nepartments 
n the schools. 
"These are some 
practical difficul- 


ties that face our educators. The sys- 
tems and courses however, are not a 
matter of money but brains The public 
school problem is to my mind one of 
the most momentous the 
American 


people have to face. 


IS SOCIAL CENTER. 


'First?and foremost the public school 


is a social center because it represents 
the State of California. 
'It ought to represent, too. the best 


mind of every community. Good ear- 
nest men and women are giving con- 
scientiously their best 
strength 
as 


teachers in our schools, but they do 
not always have the moral support of 
the community- This great social in- 
stitution is a giant, a Hercules wait- 
ing to be aroused to full strength. I 
am convinced that in the public school 
we shall some day discover not the 
panacea for all ills of state, but the 
common meeting place of a social peo- 
ple."Before entering into 
the subject 


further let us note several other facts. 
We are a cosmopolitan people. Take 
this ward. 
There are negroes, Jews, 


Portuguese, 
Germans, 
English 
and 


Americans 
The public school is tie only common 


ground for these folk. They are as dis- 
tinct in habits and notions of life as 
are their tongues 


"But 
further divisions are not ap- 


parent- 
Bich and poor, ridher 
and 


poorer, poorest and pauper, there is a 
caste in every block in America 
If 


you have not discovered it, organize a 
club for boys »r girls. 
Our Mothers' 


Club 'is just as dicky as—well, say 
India. 
"They come but it is hard to make 
a German Tvoman enjoy a conversa- 
tion with a fairly comfortable Ameri- 
can. The children are almost as bad. 
At any fate they refuse to be chummy 
with Portuguese. 
The point I make 


here is that 
the American 
public 


school has socially a problem that no 
other nation has to meet. 


"We need the gift of tongues that all 


may hear the -wonderful works of God. 
With this rambling 
introduction we 


turn to the subject in hand- • 


INSTITUTION OF SOCIETY. 


"The public school is an institution 


of society and 
therefore 
one of the 


chiet factors of 
civilization. 
Public 


schools were maintained very early in 
the history of man 
The records of 


Egypt show a lively interest in the 
training of the youth. Moses undoubt- 
edly received a very satisfactory edu- 
cation at the court of Pharaoh which 
was but a 
suggestion 
of what the 


Egyptians gave their children. 
The 


Athenians, 700 years before the coming 
of Christ, had established education 
on the flrm basis of national interest. 
The state held the power and declared 
.- ..._ 
. . ... 
the chief end of education to be. the clothes and the care of the body. 


possibly make them capable of earn- 
ing small wages. Here is a family that 
will cost the county and community a 
great dea lof money- Medical examin- 
ation a few years ago would have sav- 
ed them from pauperism or something 
worse. 


THEIR 
POSSIBILITY. 


"I am intensely interested in this 


possibility of the public schools. We 
are beginning to discover the value of 
play in the child's development and 
the very games of the streets have in 
them possibilities for the 
educator. 


More and more we are coming to real- 
ize the importance of the physical de- 
velopment. 
And I for OIK would be 


glad to see a trained nursVtad a phys- 
ical instructor 
in each 
one of -our 


schools. 
I am certain that not only 


epidemics of scarlet fever and diphthe- 
ria would be absolutely avoided, but 
that many an Innocent sufferer would 
be made strong and healffly by skillful 
and timely attention. This could be 
done while the child is at school. The 
loss to society in sickness is not easi- 
ly computed. But the loss to children 
through sickness is even larger. It is 
the irrevocable loss of knowledge that 
not' only separates the child from the 
class but handicaps in the great strug- 
gle for life. Sickly children under the 
care of a trained nurse would be bene- 
fitted. 
Especially is it the case with 


nervous youngsters. 
"The public sch6ol might have, too, a 
district nurse or a. school visitor. The 
public school educators have not all of the 
honor of their schools. • The institution 
has been literally forced and compelled to 
become what it "is today. Kindergartens, 
yes, but the public charity established and 
the school authorities followed. Sanitary 
improvements, yes; but compulsion made 
them. 
"To Charles Dickens English education 
owes a great debt. And so do we. The 
modern public school, with all its.varied 
activities, 
ia following 
the 
churches. 
Gymnasiums, why each settlement and 
church-had them first on the East Side in 
New York, and so with many of the 
human teachers in modern education. 
"A district nurse is a possibility. Our 
nurses in New Tork at Grace Church and 
Chapel find plenty of work.

"I am certain that the kindly face of 
a trained visitor will brighten the home 
of many a mother and a discouraged 
father 
It is lamentable that truant of- 
ficers, armed with authority to hale negli- 
gent women to prison, are the only vis- 
itors authorized by our public schools. 
The possibilities of the social Influence of 
the public school are enormous. Let me 
enumerate briefly some notions of mine 
concerning the public school as a social 
center. 


"SOME 
NOTIONS." 


"1. Let it begin earlier with, the chil- 
dren. 
Kindergartens that are in touch 
with the public schools. It is a fact, I 
am told, that kindergartens are out of 
touch with the public school. 
By pub- 
lic control the kindergarten would be 
modified and the first grades changed 
as to establish a nexus between them. 
"The verv first breath a child takes 
marks the beginning of education. Let 
the public school into the life of the child 
as early as possible. The success of much

"Make vour school more and more of a 
settlement. 
"Teach m the public schools such things 
as will build tip the homes of Oakland. 
"Today education is directed too much. 
I might say entirely, to how much money 
a boy or eirl can earn and not how to 
live. We need, more and more the domes- 
tic virtues, and therefore more and more 
of the practical things of life.

Mayor Schmitz has gone to Fresno to advise the voters of that 


town.how and for whom they shall cast their ballots at the coming 
•municipal election, aoid the Democrat very pertinently asks if his ad- 
ministration -'-^ San Francisco has been of such a 'character as to in- 
vite imitatiou, or invest his ideas with confidence and respect.

The Carrere Incident. 


It has recently developed that John F. Carrere, formerly Secre- 


tary of the State Lunacy Commission, retired from that position a 
defaulter in a considerable amount, and was neither punished nor ex- 
posed because of his promise to make good the defalcation in instal- 
ments. It was an extraordinary bargain to say the least, and is evi- 
dence of a curious sense of duty on the part of some officials. 
The 


Sacramento Union discusses the incident in this vigorous fashion: 


"It will not go well with the public that for six years the mem- 


bers of the Lunacy Commission have been shielding a defaulter from 
public exposure. 
It was the duty of the Commission to have reported 


the facts of the Carrere case as son as they were known; there was no 
other straight course open. To ha.ve shielded the defaulter, to have 
paltered and bargained with criminality, to have lent themselves to a 
deception during all these years is itself scarcely less than a crime. 
Whatever excuses may be made will not answer because the whole 
matter, since the discovery six years ago, has been outside the lines 
of the Commission's responsibility and duty. Many officials must 
have had knowledge of this defalcation; all must be held culpable to 
the extent of having connived to protect a criminal from the penalty 
of evil doing. 


''It will be no justification of the Commission if it shall be plead- 


ed that^rra.ngements had been made by which Carrere was to refund 
the misappropr-.ted money. It was not the business of the Commis- 
sion to make any such arrangement; it was the money of the State 
that was stolen and it was the busines- of the State officers to deal with 
the facts of the Carrere case as soon as they were known; there was no 
for that sort of thing; in the language of the law it is called 'com- 
pounding a felony,' and it is a principle of law that to compound a 
felony is to share in it. The logic is severe, but there is no getting 
away from it. 


"Why is there no statute putting men who have the handling of 


the State money under bonds? It is true that in the case under dis- 
cussion the head of the Lunacy Commission was nominally respon- 
sible, but it was the Secretary who took charge of the money. It was 
the same in the case of the two defaulting clerks who served under 
the superintendents of Mendocino county and the Southern California 
hospitals. 
The Secretary of State and the Surveyor-General have 


deputies who handle many thousands of dollars annually. None of 
these minor officials are under bonds unless they voluntarily assume 
them. The Lunacy Commission has learned its lesson as the result 
of the Carrere incident. Its employes- charged with receiving 01 dis- 
bursing money are now required to provide bonds before entering 
upon their duties. But this is a regulation of the Commission itself 
and not a law. A matter so important ought not to be left to official 
discretion—or indiscretion. It ought to be a definite policy of the 
State, fixed by law and enforced by law. This is the obvious lesson 
of the Carrere incident."

MAKE TH E SOUTH ANGRY 


NEW YORK, March 30.—Some re- 


marks on divorce recently attributed 
to Bishop Potter have stirred up a 
great .deal of trouble, and have been 
freely discussed by the press of the 
South because of his allusions to tho 
marital problem; in South 
Carolina, 


with the result that he Is challenged to 
show that his own diocese is AS clear 
of sin as South Carolina. The News- 
Leader, of Richmond, Va., in particular, 
has taken exception to the bishop's re- 
marks, and in a hot 
editorial 
has 


hurled at him a defiance to prove the 
truth of what he has said or Intimated 
about South Carolina. When an effort 
was made to see Bishop Potter yester- 
day for an Interview on this subject, he 
would only say: 


"Until the newspapers of the South 


will do me the courtesy to write and 
find out whether I have been correctly 
quoted, I shall enter into no controver-. 
sy, and I now have " nothing to say to 
those papers." 


The remark which started the kettle 


boiling for the bishop was said to have 
been mide while he was discussing the 
problem of how to bring about a great 
public revulsion against divorce. He 
did not favor an anti-divorce law, and 
was quoted as saying: 


'There would be no virtue in abolish- 


ing divorce altogether. We have an ex- 
ample of what the result would be from 
such a measure in South 
Carolina, 


where the law does not recognize di- 
vorce. 
Prohibiting divorce is merely 


putting concubinage at a premium."

"The editor of the Columbia (S. C.) 


State wrote Bishop Potter a very re- 
spectful letter, pointing out to him that 
he had done the homes and. people of 
the State serious injustice, referring 
him to the bishop and clergy of his own 
church in that State for evidence. * * 


"A few days later Bishop Potter pub- 


lished a brief statement, in which he 
said he had no apology to make to 
South Carolina, and extended his slan- 
der to the people of the whole South. 
He is quoted as saying: 


"'He had simply remarked that, ll 


view of the prevalence of miscegena- 
tion in the. South, the "pose" of loftj 
and 'superior virtue on the part of iU 
people", anywhere, had in it an elemenl 
equally comic and pathetic.'

"An accusation like this cannot b« 


sustained or disproved by statistics 01 
affidavits. It can be considered only in 
the light of general and obvious facts. 
Virtue is i.ot a thing of sections or of 
countries. One thing, however, is cer- 
tain and plain, that is, that the moral 
tone is infinitely cleaner and the social 
standards are infinitely higher in South 
Carolina than in Bishop Potter's dio- 
cese.

ITALIAN GOVERNMENT 


ENT|RE_LYSATISFIED 


NEW YORK, March 30.—Captain 


Moriondo, commanding the Calabria 
with the Italian Charge d'Affaires Lui- 
gi Cambiazo, visited Foreign Minister 
Sanchez Wednesday afternoon, cables 
tjie Herald correspondent at San Do- 
mingo. They presented to the Minis- 
ter a written demand for satisfaction 
of the Italian claims under the Dom- 
inican guarantee, in view of the failure 
of the American Senate to ratify the 
treaty. 
Mr. Sanchez showed them a 
bulletin announcing President Roose- 
velt's approval of the modus Vivendi 
explained the plan. He said that Mr.

MR. KNOWLAND SPEAKS. 


Mr. Knowland ,\vas 
introduced by 


President Otis. He was heartily re- 
ceived and spoke as follows: 
"The subject, assigned me tonight— 


'How Washing-ton Looks to the Wild and 
Woolly Westerner'—is certainly one that 
furnishes ample excuse for wild- and dis- 
connected remarks. Such a variety of 
new experiences have been crowded into 
the,short period of three months that I 
find it difficult to .decide just where to 
begin.. and to judge as to what will be 
of particular interest. 
While it is 'my 


purpose to speak oC the great national 
capital, in many respects the most fas- 
cinating and historically interesting .city 
in the United States, I shall dwell par- 
ticularly upon 
my 
impressions of the 


strenuous congressional life gained dur- 
ing my first winter's experience as. an 
humble member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


GOVERNMENT OF WASHINGTON. 
"Washington occupies a peculiar and 


uniquu position as a municipality. While 
it is the seat of the greatest representa- 
tive government in the world. Its citi- 
zens arc practically disfranchised so far 
as having any voice in the conduct of 
municipal affairs. 
The District of Co- 


lumbia- is governed by three commission- 
er's, appoitited by the President of the 
1'nited States. 
Congress 
is 
the 
City 


Council of Washington, legislating for the 
District. The United States Government, 
owning as ic does about one-half of the 
leal estate, shares equally in the Dis- 
trict's expenses. The city is well gov- 
erned and there appears to be little com- 
plaint on the part of citizens. There are 
many active civic associations, which 
make thoir influence 
felt, and it 
is 


through these organizations that public 
sentiment is conveyed to the governing 
bodies. 
The city of Washington has a 


population, according to the last Federal 
census, of 218.193. The remainder of the 
District 
contains about 
60,000 people. 


Plans are under way for a new and greater 
Washington. 
It 
is proposed to cut a 


broad boulevard through the center of 
the Mall to connect the Capitol with the 
"Washington Monument 
and 
the White 


House. 
Many new public buildings are 


projected and Washington will eventually 
become one of the model cities of the 
world, 


THINGS TO BE SEEN. 


"A month could profitably be spent at 


the national capital, devoted exclusively 
to sightseeing. 
The Capitol is probably 


the chief attraction. During the sessions 
of Congress the 
galleries of 
both the 


Senate and House are filled with inter- 
ested spectators anxious to familiarize 
themselves with the intricacies of law- 
making. 
It certainly must be confusing 


from their viewpoint, for even the mem- 
bers upon the lloor frequently find them- 
selves in the predicament of the now fa- 
mous ex-Congressman. Tom Watson of 
Georgia, who, in the middle of a speech, 
found it necessary to stop and inquire, 
'Where am I at?' 


THE ROTUNDA. 


"Of never-failing interest is the great 


rotunda, an immense circular hall ninety- 
seven feet in diameter, the distance to 
the inner shell of dome and canopy being 
ISO feet. 
The view from the dome i, 


well worth the ascent. Throughout the 
Capitol are 
many paintings, sculptures 


and frescoes depicting memorable events 
In the growth of the nation. 


STATUARY HALL. 


"Prior to 1857. during which year the 


extensions to the Capitol were completed, 
the room occupied at present by the Su- 
preme Court was the Senate chamber, 
and the old Hall of Representatives was 
the 
present 
National Statuary 
Hall. 


There has recently been much discus- 
sion concerning the selection of two Cali- 
fornlans illustrious for their historic re- 
nown or for distinguished civic or mili- 
tary services, the statues of whom, ' in 
marble or bronze, are to adorn this hall. 


"When the now Hail of Representatives 


was ready for occupancy there "was much 
speculation as to what use could be 
made of 
the old hall, where, in years 


past, the voices of such famous person- 
ages as Webster, Clay, Adams and Cal- 
houn rang forth. 'It was suggested, an'd 
the suggestion was carried out, that it be 
designated as Statuary Hall, and that 
every State be invited to furnish two 
statues. 
Although 
forty 
years 
have 


elapsed since the dedication of the hall, 


j twenty-six States are still without rep- 
resentation and five are only partially 
represented. The older Sta'tos have found 
it less difficult to make selection than the 
newer States, whose field is narrower. 
It is Important that the utmost care be 
exercised in^he selections, for when once 
phiced these statues must remain as long 
as the Capitol stands. Robert Fulton, 
who first applied steam power to naviga- 
tion, is one of Pennsylvania's selections. 
Ohio has,given James A, Garfield a place 
in this Hall of Fame, while George Wash- 
ington is one 
of Virginia's selections. 


Daniel Webster has 
been honored by 


New Hampshire, although Massachusetts 
might claim him. 
Many 
States have 


failed to give the country their best. 
Frances Wllllard of Illinois was the first 
woman to be honored, the ceremonies at- 
tending the formal 
acceptance of 
her 


statue being held 
last 
winter. 
When 


such men as Lincoln, Douglas or Grant 
might have been accepted by the State 
of Illinois, the distinguished honor thus 
paid to Miss Williard, and through her 
to womankind, can be fully appreciated. 


THE WHITE HOUSE. 


"Next in point of interest to the Capi- 


tol is the White House, its simplicity'be- 
ing its chief characteristic. 
The wings, 


added in recent years, have added noth- 
ing to its appearance. How the name 
White House came to be given to the 
executive mansion is interesting. In 1814 
the building was fired by'the British 
troops and only 
the 
walls remained 


standing. 
"When 
restored 
these walls 


were painted white, and the building has 
since been known as the White House. 


CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY. 


"To adequately describe the Congres- 


sional Library-, costing over six millions 
of dollars, .would consume-several hours' 
time. 
It is generally acknowledged to 


be one of the most beautiful buildings 
in the world. The various departmental 
buildings are of never-falling interest .to 
the visitor, a tour of these buildings be- 
ing of great educational value. 


SCENE OF TRAGEDY. 


"One of the most interesting. buildings 


historically is 
the 
old Ford Theater, 


-where President - Lincoln 
was assassl-

even wealth will .bring him power and 
obtain for him recognition, among the 
3GS members, that illusion will soon be 
dispelled. He is doomed to even greater 
disappointment if he relies upon the older 
members to pufah him forward. Not that 
those older/in the service'are disinclined 
or unwilling to extend every courtesy, but 
It requires all the time at their disposal 
to keep up with the procession. In other 
words, they have all they can do to look 
after themselves. If a member succeeds 
he must do so through his own efforts. 
Political 'luck' won't carry him through. 
Laggards soon disappear in Congress.

When Government contracts are to 
be awarded for public buildings, there 
are numerous contractors who seek.in- 
formation through their Member of Con- 
gress.

LOCAL LEGISLATION. 


"During the 
short 
session Corigress 


convened at 12 noon. In addition to at- 
tending to the multitudinous matters al- 
ready mentioned, legislation appertain- 
ing to one's State and district must be 
looked'after. 
-Members of the various 


committees must be seen and talked to. 
Seldom are more than half the members 
in their seats. 
Only members and ex- 


members are allowed the privileges of 
the floor.

by all kinds of people. . Often a member 
is obliged to sit elsewhere and send out 
word by the page that he is not In his 
seat.

In the' State Legislature, after 
a bill has run the gauntlet of one or two 
committees and obtains a place upon the 
files, it is generally safe to assume that 
it will be reached.. Not so in Congress. 
The Speaker must pass judgment, and if 
his decision is favorable you are recog- 
nized. If not, your measure sleeps. A 
Speaker must be possessed of great tact. 
'Uncle Joe,' as he is generally known, is 
the personification of tact. He is loved 
and respected by all the members of the ' 
House, irrespective of party. It is a 
pleasure to have him turn you down. 


CANNON'S HANDWRITING. 


"Speaking of Cannon reminds me of a 
good story, told apropos of his handwrit-' 
ing, which is rather difficult to decipher 
when executed in a hurry. 
Representa- 


tive Cushman of Washington one dayre- 
ceived a hastily written note from him.

other cities along the bay shore and 
within the area of the concern's ca- 
pacity to deliver the commodity.
